ARIS, June 22.—June !0 witnessed 
p the start of the great motor car 
race from Pekin ta Paris—ha'f 
a@cross the world. In the distance to be 
traveled, the difficulties to be surmount- 
ed and the dangers to which the daring 
motorists will be exposed, the contest 
far eclipses all previous competitions 
that have taken place. Mountains will 
rave to be climbed, immense trackless 
deserts crossed and to the excitement 
oi coping with tremendous natural ob- 
gtacles will be added the risk of death 
by starvation or at the hands of fierce 
tomadic tribes. 

As Americans are doubtless aware, 
the race has been planned by that en- 
terprising Paris daily, the Matin, which 
bad previously played a conspicuous 
part in promoting automobile competi- 
tions. 
cenclusion that if the motor car is, as 
its partisans claim, the vehicle of the 
future, it is useless to continue or- 
ganizing contests along short and spec- 
ified circuits, which is much the same 
as if one were to test the great flying 
expresses of the world by making them 
turn round and round a big city. If, 
argued the Matin, the progress already 
echieved is to be maintained, we must 
slow that the motor car is not a play- 
thing, but is able to go “anywhere and 
everywhere.” 

FROM PARIS

World: 

“Is any one prepared to motor this 
summer from Paris to Pekin?’ 

Within a few days the Matin had re- 
ceived favorable replies from upwards 
of twenty well-known automobile 
firms and sportsmen in France, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Italy and the United 
&lates. The first was.from the mar- 
quis de Dion, head of the firm of that 
rame. Then followed that of M. Con- 
tal, who promised to enter a six-horse- 
power Mototri Conttral. A few days 
later Prince Scipio Borghese, a mem- 
ber of the illustrious Italian house 
which counts popes among its sons, 
declared that he would .start on an 
Iiala. The adhesion of such men was 
the best guarantee that the daring pro- 
sect would not be allowed to fall 
through; and its organizers had now 
only to consider ways and means for 
the race across China, Mongolia, Sibe- 
ria, Russia, Germany, Belgium and 
France. 

First of all, it was necessary to se- 
cure the cooperation of the Chinese and 
Russian sovernments. A Russian com- 
miittee wos formed of such influential 
men as M. Kokovtzoff, minister of 
finance; General Chaufus, minister of 
Ways and communications; Colonel No- 
vitzky, M. Perelman and other erav- 
¢lers who have recent and practical 
knowledge of Mongolia. The czar him- 
self is said to have shown interest in 
the success of the daring project. M. 
Kokovtzkoff has promised to exempt 
the cars from customs duty on their 
errived at the Siberian frontier, as 
well as the pneumatic tires, etc., which 
have been sent out from France to be 
stored at various points of the long 
route for use in case of need. 

For climatic reasons it was decided 
that the start sfiould take place from 
Peking, instead of from Paris, the date 
fixed being June |0.°The first stage is 
Peking-Kalgan. This is the route taken 
by the caravans and goes from Peking 
via Kalgan through the Gobi desert to 
Kiatka and thence across Lake Baikal 
to (firKoutsk in Siberia. The distance 
from Peking to Kalgan ts about 125 
miles. The country {8 thickly populated, 
but the route is scored by deep ruts 
caused by carts following the same 
track for hundreds of years. The de- 
clivities are at times so steep that the 
Chinese have to harnéss themselves to 
the back of their carts to prevent them 
from toppling over into the ravines be- 
low. Mo@eover, on this section, which 
it is hoped the motor cars will negotiate 
in a single day, there are no fewer than 
three mountain passes. The first, that 
at Nan-Kou, near Peking, is steep and

The toutong rules over the primitive 
nomad mongols who are scattered over 
the vast plateau which extends from 
Kalgan to Ourga, on the confines of Si- 
beria, a stretch of 1,000 miles, These 
mongols are a pastoral race. They live 
in tents of felt and lasso the wild 
horses roaming the plain, They were the 
dispatch bearers of the Russian govern- 
ment before the days of the telegraph 


their long blue gowns and fur boots 
and cap, their limbs laced tight till they 
looked like mummies, they would cover 
the distance from Peking: to Ourga— 
over 1,200 miles—in five days and five 
nights, springing from horse to horse 
without ever resting.

Dile is an extremely difficult and dan- 
gerous undertaking, is nevertheless con- 
vinced that it is feasible. In order to 
avoid the extremes of heat and cold it 
is, of course, necessary to choose the 
favorable season, and for this reason 
June !0 has been fixed upon for the 
start from Pekin. The racers will rap- 
idly- reach an altitude of between 3,000 
and 4,000 feet, the region of the great 
plateau. An escort of 30 Cossacks will 
follow in the rear. At intervals of less 
than twenty mileg there are wells, which 
are under the supervision of the Chinese 
authorities. As for the nomad tribes, 
they recognize the suzerainty of certain 
chiefs residing on the borderg of the 
desert in return for the right to use the 
wells—and caravans paSs twice a week. 
A camel caravan has already left Pekin 
for the purpose of revictualling the re- 
lay posts. Telegraph stationg are to be 
found along the route at intervals of 150 
miles, and at certain hours of the day 
the line will be exclusively reserved for 
the use of The Matin, one of whose

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Concern Created in the United States 
by Criticisms of American Fresh 
Meats—The Matfer Has Been 
Taken Up by Wash.

Special Cable. 

‘London, June 22.—That there is a very 
real and’ lively concern in the United 
States over the possible effects of the 
recent criticisms .of American fresh 
meats by Dr. William  Collingridge, 
medical officer of health for the city of 
London, is evinced by the haste with 
which the authorities at Washington 
have acted upon the charges contained 
in his latest report. Although @his re- 
port has been published only a day or 
two, Washington is already in communi- 
cation with Dr. Collingridge, and while 
the latter will not disclose the contents 
of the official dispatches, it is probable

of Sir Whifred Laurier, the Canadian 
premier; W. 8 Fielding, the Canadian 
minister of finance, and L. P. Brodeur, 
the Canadian minister of marine and 
fisheries, was postponed, all on account 
of the nationa] sorrow over the blood- 
shed in seuth France. 

A new feature of this situation was 
the statement made by the minister of 
justice today that among the persons 
arrested in connection with the rioting 
in the disturbed departments were 
members of local royalist clubs, which 
bore out the cabinet’s claim that con- 
siderable politics is mixed up in the 
movement, 

A delegation of senators and deputies, 
representing the south of France, visit- 
ed President Fallieres at the Elysee pal- 
ace this afternoon and appealed for his 
good offices to bring about the release 
of M. Freoull, former mayor of Nar- 
bonne, and the other members of the 
wine growers’ committee who are in 
custody. 

The president replied that he could 
not depart from the constitutional role 
which debars any such interference on 
the part of the president. 

Interruption of Troop Trains. 


Tn the evening there were a few in- 
stances of interruption of troop trains 
by the tearing up of tracks, the de- 
struction of a small bridge at Cuturres 
was announced and barricades of tele- 
graph poles were erected in many 
places, cspecially in the neighborhood 
of Paulsan, where several thousand 
peasants committed minor depreda- 
tions. 

The local committee of defense of the 
wine growers of Montpelier has pla- 
carded that city with appeals to the 
citizens not to resort to recklessness. 
The wounded in the two conflicts there 
hardly exceeded fifty, of whom the mar 
jority are soldiers suffering from re- 
yolver snotes. 

Train loads of soldiers continue to 
arrive at Montpelier. The shops and 
cafes are all open, commercial life has 
been resumed and officers and soldiers 
are freelv circulating in the _ streets, 
neither being molested.

Discusses White Immigration 
and the Southern Negro, 


NEGRO MUST MAKE GUOD 


Hon. G. Gunby Jordan, President of 
Georgia Immigration Association, 
Gives Sound Advice to Negroes. 
Negro Race Must Meet Com- 
petition as Laborers. 


Columbus, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)— 
White immigrants are now on the way 
to the southern states from Europe; it's 
now up to the negroes to fill the indus- 
trial bill more satisfactorily or be dis- 
placed by more competent people. if 
there wag ever a time in the history of 
the negro race in the southern states 
of America when its members should 

, cultivate the habits of industry and re- 
‘liability that tlme ig now. 

This wag the. gist of a striking address 
made a iew days ago to a large audl- 
ence of Columbus negroes by G. Gunoy 
Jordan, president of the Georgia Umtmu- 
@ration Association, a member of the 
national peace board, and whose broad 
philanthropy and aggressive business 
achievements have made hig name 4 
familiar one on two continents. The oc- 
casion was the closing exercises of the 
colored schools of Columbus, and Mr. 
Jordan, as president of the public school 
board of this city, was delivering dipio- 
mas to the graduates. The largest opera 
house in the city was used for the oc- 
casion and there were few vacant 
seats. . | 

Mr. Jordan prefaced his remarks by 
saying that, in a spirit as friendly as 
ever animated a human being, he wished 
to give a word of advice to his colored 
friends there assembled. Speaking per- 
sonally, he said that he had no quarrel 
with the negro race. He was. nursed by 
a black mammy and when she died he 
was the first to place flowers on her 
grave. All hig life he had surrounded 
himself with negro employees and he had 
found them faithful. 

The race, as a whole, however, lacks 
reliability and thrift, said Mr. Jordan. 
It should cultivate these qualities above 
all things. Too often the negro employee 
fails to go to his work, sometimes with- 
out: any excuse whatever. Suppose the 
employees of a bank should decide some 
day that they would all go a-fishing in- 
stead of doing their usual work; with 
no one at the bank to transact its bus- 
iness, a panic would ensue and suffer- 
ing and ‘sorrow would be brought upon 
a whole community. 

Mr. Jordan said that as president of 
the Georgia Immigration Association he 
had just been to Europe, to induce white 
people to come to Georgia. With the 
coming of these new people, and the re- 
sulting Keen competition in all lines of 
industry, it was essentially important 
that the negro should cultivate habits 
of punctuality, reliability and integrity 
if he hoped to hold his own in the race.

Jesse Ferguson, of Terrell county, 
came across Nix-in Macon and pointed 
him out to two officers, Deputy Sheriff 
D. A. Riley and Policeman Pat Pierce, 
who made the arrest. The governor de- 
cided that as the arrest wag directly due 
to ‘Ferguson he was entirled to the 
greater portion of the reward. Ferguson 
was given $150, and the two officers 
$25 each. 


Victims Buried Secretly. 

Lisbon, June 22,—The two persons 
killed by the police while suppressing 
a political demonstration against 
Emier Francio, which marked his re- 
turn here from Oporto, June 19, were 
buried secretly by the police during 
the night in order to avoid manifesta- 
tions. There have been a number of 
clashes between the police and _ the 
people, in which some of the latter 
were slightly wounded and numerous 
arrests have been made.

Macon, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—Ac- 
cording to information coming to the 
office of Secretary Eugene Anderson, 
of the Macon chamber of commerce, to- 
day, valuable discoveries have been 
made regarding the clay deposits with- 
in the immediate vicinity and the an- 
nouncement is that all the material 
necessary for the production of the 
most excellent qualities of crockery 
have been found within the bounds of 
the state. 

During the years in which the kaolin 
ingustry has been pushed in this com- 
muhity the shipments of choice clay 
to other sections of the country in the 
north and east have been large and 
the analysis made has revealed a fine 
product.

Assistant State Chemist Otto Veach is 
here today and his investigations re- 
veal that a fine quality of this much- 
needed product is near at hand.

Will Be Ornament to City. 

As will be seen by the drawing, the 
building will prove an ornament.to the 
city of Atlanta, entirely in keeping with 
the splendid private structures of the 
city and far in advance of any of At- 
lanta’s public butldings. 

Morgan & Dillon, the architects of 
the building, are now devoting all of 
their time to completing the working 
drawings of the auditorium eo that 
when the contract is let it can be rush- 
ed forward with the greatest possible 
speed. The contract will be let in a 
very few weeks and, as has been stated, 
the building will be ready for the public 
about the middle of next spring. 

It has not yet been decided what ma- 
terial will be used in the construction of 
the exterior walls. Just at present the 
committee strongly favor a dark red 
brick. This and@ other minor matters

Mr. Bryan’s Reply. 

Going to some length in the aiscus- 
sion of his subject, Mr. wryan pleads in 
extenuation that ‘‘democracy is really a 
larger subject than one would judge it 
to be from some of the editorials in the 
World.”

To the Editor of the World: Accepting 
your kind invitation to define a demo- 
crat, I beg to say that tue subject may 
be considered from two standpoints: 
First, from a party standpoint, a demo- 
crat may be defined as one who is a 
member of the organization xnown as 
the democratic ‘party. A man's con- 
nection with a party is voluntary. He is 
at liberty to connect himself with any 
party or with no party, and he is known 
politically by the company ne keeps. 

Tf he allies himself with the demo- 
cratic party and votes the democratic 
ticket, he is entitled to be called a dem- 
ocrat, in so far as that term is used as 
@ party designation, although he may 
not indorse al] of the party platform or 
be democratic in his instincts. If in ad- 
dition to voting the democratic, tiexet he 
indorses the platform adopted by the | 
party no one can dispute his title to the 
appellation democrat when the sutbiect 
is viewed from the standpoint of party. 
A party organization has a right to 
choose its own name, to write its own 
platform, and to nominate its own can- 
didates; and employing the word demo- 
crat in a party sense, the party has a 
right to withhold the name democrat 
from any one who refuses to Yreave his 
party organization at the command of 
his conscience and h.s judgment. It I!s 
only fair to say that he cannot take the 
party name with him if he dissents from 
the opinions and acts of the majority of 
the party. for the rule of the majority 
is as much a part of party government 
as it is a part of our theory of govern- 
ment. Men upon the outside may claim 
to be more democratic than men on the 
inside of the party—and under a broader 
definition of the «word democrat they 
may be—and yet from a party standpoint 
their claim cannot be gellowed without 
the obliteration of party distinctions. 

From a Party Standpoint. 

If then, by your question what is a 

democrat? you mean to ask for a defiI-

nition considered from a party stand- 
point, I would “say that a democrat is 
One who considers himself a member of 
the democratic organization, who works 
with the democratic organization and 
who expects to vote the democratic 
ticket. I do not mean to say that by 
taking part in the organization he would 
bind himself morally or politically to 
endorse any platform that might be 
adopted or support any candidate who 
might be selected, for these questions 
be left to the conscience of each 
voter; but when I say that he expects 
to support the ticket, I mean that he 
to dod and will do soe unless 
good and sufficient reasons can be 
given for refusal. I may add that his 
membership in the democratic party 
cannot be thoroughly democratic unless 
he considers other members equally. en- 
titled with him to a voice in the party’s 
deliberations and to an influence in the 
party's management. No intelligent 
man becomes a member of the party 
With the expectation that he will agree 
upon all subjects with every member 
of the party, but he ought to expect to 
agree with other members onthe gen- 
eral policy of the party and be willing 
to confer on equal terms with other 
members as to details and methods, 
content that the voice of the majority 
shall be the voice of the party unless 
the majority violates some fundamental] 
principle or demands of him the sur- 
render of a conviction. 

One Who Believes in the Rule of 

the People. 

I think, however, that your question 
calls for a broader consideration of the 
Subject. If the democratic party is en- 
titled to the name, it must be true to 
the ideas of democracy, and if we can 
for a moment lay aside party definitions 
I will define a democrat as one who be- 
lieves in the rule of the people. The 
word democracy is derived from the 
Greek, and the two words, demos—the 
people, and krateo—to rule, leave no 
doubt that a democracy is a govern- 
ment in which the people rule. A demo- 
crat, therefore, if the meaning of the 
name is considered, must be one who 
believes in the rule of the people. 

This view of the subject is sustained 
by the writings-of Jefferson. ‘A short 
time before his‘death in a letter to Mr. 
Lee he said: ‘‘Men by their constitutions 
are naturally divided into two parties; 
first, those who fear and distrust the 
people and wish fo draw all power from 
them into the hands of the higher 
classes; second, those who identify them- 
selves with the people, have confidence 
in them, cherish and consider. them as 
the most wise depository of the public 
interests. In every country these two 
Parties exist, and in every one where 
they are free to think, speak and write, 
they will declare themselves."’ Then 
epeaking of the various names which 
had been applied in different countries 
to these two parties, he said: “The last 
appellation of aristocrats and democrats 
is the true one, expressing the essence 
of all.”’ 

Aristecrats and Aristocrats. 

It will be seen that Jefferson used 
the word democrat to distinguish those 
who have confidence in the people, and 
the word aristocrat to describe those 
who fear and distrust the people, and

What Jefferson said was true at the 
time he said jt, and it is as frue today. 
These two parties are to be found in 


every country,’-and no matter by what 
name they are known they represent 
the two elements in society. Those who 
trust the people aré everywhere en- 
Geavoring to bring the government 
nearer to the people, and to make it 
more responsive to the will of the peo- 
ple. Those who distrust. the people are 
everywhere endeavoring to obstruct 
each new step toward popular govern- 
ment. 


We have in this country the distin -- 


from the earliest time have had among 
our inhabitants both the aristocrat and 
the democrat. Hamilton represented the 
aristocratic idea of his. day, and pro- 
posed a plan of governmen; which pro- 
vided for a president holding office du-- 
ing good behavior, for senators holding 
of§ce during good behaVior, and for gov- 
ernors appointed by the federal govern- 
ment as far from the people as possi. 
havior. Hamilton distrusted the pevo- 
ple and wanted to remove the govern. 
ment as far from the epople as possi. 
ble. He feared the “passions of the mul- 
titude,”’ “the influence of the mob,” etc., 
etc. We have some today who take 
Hamilton as their ideal and who, like 


Harflilton, distrust the people and seek 
to build- complicated systemg of rep-e-

Hamiiton's idea was repudiated at th23 
time of the adoption of the conrstitu- 
tion, and the ideas of Jefferson wee 
triuinphant. The popular idea Kas con- 
tinued to grow and the doctrines of 
Jefferson were never stronger than they 
are today. Our United States senate js 
| more Hamiltonian in its method of elec- 
lion than the house, and the constant 
| growth of sentiment in favor of the 
popular eiection of United States senz- 


tors is evidence that the democratie idea | 


is larger than the membership of any 
party. I can remember very well when 
the resolution submitting the necessarv 
constitutional amendment passeq th? 
nationgl house of representatives for 
the first time. A number of democratic 
senators were fearful of the effect of the 
change, it was a new departure and they 
were very conservative; but time his 
either convinced them or forced them to 
keep silent, and the same infiuence 
at work converting republican leaders or 
silencing them. The popular election of 
senators by the epople was indorsed bv 
the democratic national convention of 
1900 and by the democratic national 
convention of 1904.

There is a question, however, up oa 
which there at present a division of 
opinion among democrats, namely, tha 
initiative and the referendum, or. as the 
Syste:tn is sometimes called, direct leg‘*- 
lation. These terms are used to d2- 
scribe the system which gives to th; 
people a larger control over their ow2 
affairs by permitting them to vote :li- 
rectly on propositions submitted to 
them. Thig reform will not abolish rep- 
resentatives, but it will enable the voters 
to coerce the representatives into obedi- 
enee to the popular will, As the sub- 
ject is better understood, its harmonv 
with democracy will become more and 
more apparent, and [I have no _ doup; 
that the time will come when the pe>- 
pie will understand the subject of direct 
legislation as wel] as they do the pop- 
lar election of senators, and then i: 
will be as difficult for a democrat to 
oppose the former as it now is to oppose 
the latter. 

While the appliaation of the doctrin:« 
of direct legislation wag naturally maie 
to the city tirst and to the state after- 
wards, the. principle applies just as 
well to the national govegnment as t» 
the governments covering smaller areas. 
The question is as vital in the govern. 
ment of the nation as in the governmen: 
of a state, a county ora city. Of course 
in the nation the equal position of te 
states must be respected, and it is an 
surd to talk of the small states being 
overwhelmed by a poular vote, for these 
who favor the application of the initi1- 
tive and referendum to national qu2- 
tions favor it with the understanding 
that the people of a majority of che 
states as well as a majority of all the 
people must concur. 

Individual Left Free. 

One who believes in the right of the 
people to rule and in 
the people for self-government natural- 
ly accepts the fundamental democratic 
doctrine of local self-government—that 
is, that the people can govern best 
where they best understand conditions. 
The democrat believes that the _ indi- 
vidual should be left to choose his own 
course except where his action would 
injuriousiy affect others; that each 
‘community should attend to its own 
| matters; that the state should have 
control of state affairs, and that the 
federal 
in its sphere. 

If a man is really demoeratic in senti- 
ment, that is, if he really believes in 
the rule of the people, this belief domi- 
nates him in the consideration of all 
questions that come before the people. 

He looks at questions from the stand- 
point of the whole people and not from 
the standpoint of a few. His concep- 
tion of society is that it is built from 
the bottom, not from the top... While 
the aristocrat pictures prosperity as 
dripping down to the masses from the

a prosperity that does not begin with 
the producers of wealth.

There are those who are constantly 
and consistently democratic, and there 
are those who are democratic in spots; 
‘there are those who apply democratic 
principles to all questions, and there 
are those who apply democratic prin- 
ciples to some questions, It ought to 
be the purpose of those who engage”in 
educational work to enlarge t&e number 
of questions to which democratic 
principles are applied. It is hardly 
worth while to waste time upon one 
who is really aristocratic in sentiment. 
It is impossible to make a democrat 
out of him until he has a change of 
heart, but it is possible to show a real 
democrat that he has failed to apply 
democratic principles to a particular 
question.

BENJAMIN BAKER CREW. 


One of the most charming men 
that the writer has ewer met is the 
gentleman whom, after the week 
ending with June ?2, next, we shall 
address as President B. B. Crew, 
of the National Association of 
Piano Dealers. Mr. Crew is a gen- 
tleman who holds the highest posi- 
tion in the commercial circles of 
the south as a business men of 
marked ideals, inflexible integrity 
and progressive spirit. 

His father, Pleasant Crew, one 
of the sturdy sons of Virginia, died 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., when his 
son Benjamin was only 2 years of 
age. Growing up, the boy attended 
the best schools that Chattanooga 
could boast, and earnestly embraced 
every opportunity that was offered 
to him for culture. Logically, Mr. 
Crew’s sympathies were with the 
southern cause. In his environ- 
ments and with his connections it 
would be surprising if they had 
been anything else. At the age of 
15 years he became connected 
with a newspaper called The Chat- 
tanooga Daily Rebel, of which 
Francis M. Paul, of Nashville, was 
the proprietor. Among the editors 
of this paper whose names have 
been written indelibly upon the 
history of journalism was Henpy 
Watterson, now editor of The 
Louisville Courier-Journal and one 
of the really great editors of the 
country. 

When the confederate army of 
Tennessee retired from Chatta- 
nooga, in the year 1863, Mr. Crew, 
who then was manager of The 
Daily Rebel; removed the plant to 
Marietta, Ga. His daily edition 
had reached 20,000 copies, and this 


large issue was printed on an old 
cylinder press. One can readily 
imagine the difficulties of the un- 
dertaking. The paper was the only 
means by which the gallant sol- 
diers of Tennessee could get the 
news of the day, and the vivacious 
journal was eagerly looked for by 
the boys in gray. In 1864, the fed. 
eral army drawing near Marietta, 
Ga., The Daily Rebel plant was 
removed to Griffin, Ga., where the 
paper was published until its 
presses were destroyed by raiders 
from Sherman’s cavalry. That year 
Mr. Crew enlisted in the confeder 
ate army. He was on detailed ser- 
vice most of the time and was sent 
on a number of important commis- 
sions to various confederate posts. 

Early in 1865, he went to Augus- 
ta on military duty, and was there 
at the time the war was brought to 
an end. There he also was paroled. 
He had been paid off in gold a 
short time prior to this, and after 
some more brief wandering he fi- 
nally settled down in Atlanta and 
estgblished a sma]l newspaper and 
periodical business. 

His courteous manner, frank and 
refined spirit and seriousness of 
purpose at once attracted the at- 
tention of the community to him 
and won for him the hearty support 
of the representative pegple of the 
city. Then he associated with him 
as partner H. T. Phillips, who at 
that time was the editor of a re- 
ligious paper devoted to the Bap- 
tist denomination and known as 
The Christian Index. 


Two such men could not very 
well avoid solid success. The new 
firm of Phillips & Geew prospered, 
and it was not long before pianos 
and organs were added to their line 
of books, stationery and period- 
icals. During the 80’s the firm 


owned and published one of the 
best known and mpst popular of 
the southern magazines. Mr. Phil- 
lips was editor of this publication, 
and among its regular contributors 
were the Hon. Alexander H. Ste- 
phens, General Robert Toombs and 
other distinguished southern mill- 
tary heroes and statesmen. Paul 
H. Hayne, the most brilliant of the 
southern poets: Mrs. Marv E. 
Bryan and other well-known lights 
of the literary world were among 
its contributors. 


The house of Phillips & Crew 
disposed of its baok and stationery 
business in 1891, and from that 
time onward their entire energy 
has been devoted to the piano and 
organ trade. The firm was incor- 
porated in that year as the Phillips 
& Crew Co., the better to handle 
their rapidlv growing affairs. Mr. 
Phillips died a few years ago and 
Mr. Crew became the head of the 
company. 


As we stnted in the opening sen- 
tences of this article, there is no 
more charming gentleman in the 
land than Benjamin Baker Crew. 
Neither is there a more loyal 
American citizen. and a brighter 
light in the piano trade of the na- 
tion than he is. His influence is 
felt in all the ramifications of the 
southern piano business, and being 
a man of lofty standards in busi- 
ness and private life, it will be 
seadily understood just how much 
good he can accomplish. 


Mr. Crew has been for many 
years and is now a member and 
steward of the First Methodist 
church of Atlanta. He fs a direec- 
tor of the Atlanta Humane Society. 
has been a member of the city 
council, a prominent official In ywa- 
rious state and southern exposi- 
tions, a bank director, and !s now 
a prominent official in the county 
of Fulton, of which Atlanta fs tha 
county seat. 

Surely, the National Assoclation 
of Piano Dealers will honor itself 
and every member of such associa- 
tion by eleeting a man of the 
stamp of Benjamin Baker Crew to 
be its next president.

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TRIED TO BLOW UP HOUSE. 


City Attorney of Little Rock Found 
Sticks of Dynamite.

I disclaim being able to communicate 
faformation which is not already wide- 
ly disseminated and generally itnder- 
stood by the admirers of old boxing; 
but at the same ttme I entertafn a be- 
Mef that, by affording to the hovice 
some insight into the first principles of 
the art, I will enable him ff acquire 
more readily an acquaintanceship with 
its scientific advantages. 

That a man can be made a perfect 
@parrer or a perfect boxer any more

than he can acquire a perfect knowl. | 


edge of fencing, dancing, or any other 
bodily accomplishment, by means @ 
book instruction, experience has proven 
to be at least problematical, but it can- 
not be denied tha@®a previous acquainv- 
anceship with the rudiments and gen- 
eral character of those accomplishments 
is desirable, as it affords facilities to- 
ward subsequent improvement alike 
beneficial to the pupil and the master, 

It fe frequently urged that from books 
mistaken impressions or objectionable 
habits may be imbibed; but even under 
euch ciroumstances the instructor is en- 
abled by comparison and illustration to 
exhibit ‘the value of the perfect over 
the imperfect system. In. this view the 
following will not be without its utility; 
but to excel, it must be borne in mind, 
a competent teacher is indispensable. 

It has been argued by some 4s. a 
ground of objection to the study of the 
proper use of your fists that it leads 
men to be pugnacious, and that they 
are more ready to sees than to evade 
a quarrel, in order that they may dis- 
play their superiority. 

To this I do not assent, for I have al- 
most invariably found (except with per- 
gons who cannot command their temper, 
and if this be the case, whatever be their 
acquirements, they will be equally with- 
out control) that consciousness of power 
inclines men to be less prone to quarrel 
and more forbearing towarg an opponent. 

Of this abundant proofs are to be 
found, not only among the ordinary class 
of society, but more particularly among 
professed pueilists, who, with a few ex- 
ceptions, are the last to invite a quarrel 
and the first to seek a reconciliation. 


Fighters Avoid Brawls. 


Many instances are On record and have 
passed under our notice in which the 
most respectable members of the prize 
ring have actually submitted to positive 
insult rather than exercise their athletic 
powers and take advantage of the weak- 
mess of an assailant. 

The calmness of disposition, joined with 
perfect self-possession, is, in fact, one of 
the most noble attributes of a boxer and 
one of the best tests of true courage. 
The great end of pugilistic instruction is 
to instil into the. mind of the pupil a 
manly and honorable bearing, combined 
with persona] confidence in the hour of 
danger. 

T have no appreher@ion, therefore that 
its pursuit. will lead to the abandonment 
of those principles of self-respect and 
fair play which are alike estimable in 
the minds of all classes. 

A knowledge of sparring, independent 
of its uses. as a means of self-~defense 
when assailed by lawless outrage or vul- 
gar impertinence, has the additional rec- 
ommendation of being one of the most 
healthful exercises by which the vigor 
of the human frame can be improved. 
The whole body partakes of its beneficia] 
consequences when heartily pursued: the 
muscular conformation is broveht into 
beneficial action, and the Jatent energies 
of the system gradually but effectually 
developed. e 

As the health of the mind is influenced 
by the health of:the body, additional 
stimulants to its poreuit are offered. and 
as it can be enjoyed at all seasons and 
at all hours, in the most confined as 
well ax in the most extensive localities, 
by the olf as well as by the young. bv 
the weak as well as by the powerful, and 


» without danger of personal injury, from

By this method he can alsu judge of 
the impropriety of his master’s lessons 
and exercise his reasoning faculties, an 
advantage of which he is often deprived 
Of in battle. 

Some are of opinion that sparring is 
of no great use, and that it takes from 
the natural powers of manhood, while 
it only teaches finesse; that it cannot 
prove hurtful to a courageous adversary. 
This, however, is merely reviving an 
opinion maintained by the pupils of 
the old school, in which strength yen- 
erally prevailed over sill. 

It is now evident that preparation is 
necessary for every exercise, but more 
particularly for that in which hostilities 
take place; and what is sparring but a 
preparation, and of the nearest affinity 
to boxing? The advocate for this opin- 
ion might, with equal propriety, assert 
that shooting at a mark was of no serv- 
ice in forming an expert gunner. , 

It should be generally understood that 
the practice of sparring is recommended 
as if in real action. No maneuvers, no 
attitudes, ought o be adopted, unless 
experimentally, but what would be in- 
troduced in actual fighting. For in- 
stance, let any one suppose a sparring 
room the scene of battle and exert 
himself upon that principle, and he will 
easily habituate himself to the exercise 
of all his powers, and act by the same 
rules in the hour of danger. 

It is the departure from this latter rec- 
ommendation which leads many to 
condemn the practice of sparring as 
injurious in its tendenv, and leading 
men to flap and open their hands in 


actual fight, as in the commonplace prac- 


tice of the sparring rooms. Professed 
boxers should on all occasions avoid 
what is termed “‘light play,’”’ and _ in- 
variably bring all their skill and ener- 
gies into action. 

It is by this means they become pre- 
pared for serious encounter and acquire 
that tensity of muscle essential to pfiy- 
sical exertion, added to which, to the 
spectator, the exhibition becomes doubly 
interesting as well as instructive, from 
the near approach of the ‘“‘mock’’ to the 
“real” cncounter; and we sanalieail 
glove fichts in all-re ‘ts as. exciting 
(although no real mischief could be in- 
fifcted) as if the party were engaged in 
a twenty-four-foot ring. af 

Corbett a Master. 

Happily, in modern times boxing has 
been reduced to a perfect science, and, 
although amusement is occasionally de- 
rived from the rude assault of wun- 
taught practitioners, the display of gen- 
eralship by two well-matched men, skilled 
im the art of attack and defense, 
cites unqualified admiration. A more 


perfect master of the art than James J. 
Corbett has never been excelled, or one with the same hand at the same time, !s 


more capable of conveying a thorough 
knowledge of the principles upon which 
the system is founded. 

That the modern masters are defficient 
in practical knowledge, or are not per- 
fectly competent intelligibly and efféc- 
tively to convey instructions, far be it 


from me to insinuate; on the contrary, |

found, or men who, in their communion |

“breaches of the peace.”” which, however, 
lawless, are of incalculable advantage, 
and which. if attended by police offi- 
‘cers, would be ‘stripped of the trué 
ground of objection, namely; the assem- 
blage of those, as at all other great 
meetings, whose object is not amusement 
or instruction, but ‘plunder. 

Independent of the lessons of fair pl*% 
—which boxing by rule is intended to in- 
culcate—it inepires confidence and con- 
tempt of personal suffering, the great 
attributes of character. There can, in 
fact, be no better preparative for ou> 
army or navy. 

It teaches a man to look his adversary 
in the face while fighting: to sustain the 
fiercest attacks without flinching: to 
watch and parry an intended blow; to re- 
turn with quicknss, and to follow it 
up with resolution and effect. It habit- 
vates him to sustain his courage und«: 
bodily suffering, and when the confit«* 
has ceased to treat his enemy with hu- 
manity. The feeling of superiority which 
the practice of boxing gives a man in % 
private quarrel is carried into the fleld of 
battle, for the boxer cannot think of 
turning his back on a foe whom he al- 
ware deemed his inferior in combat. 

Courage Is Feoreniost. 

With regard to the essentials for a 
boxer, I need hardly repehkt that courage 
stands foremost in the catalog, anf to 
this must be added physical power, with- 
out which it will be in vain to seek for 
distinction. There are few instances in 
which men have volunteered to become 
prize fighters unless thev had an innate 
sense of their own superiority, althoug) 
cases’ have occurred in which professe- | 
pugilists have exhibited the ‘white 
featHer” in a most remarkable degree, 
rroving that, although showy in the 
sparring school, where suffering was 
avoided, in actual combat they were 
mere pretenders. 

The man possessed of a sound botton 
is he upon whom perfect reliance alonc 
can be placed—and to such men should 
the exhibition of real combat be con- 
fined. 

Men should be ag nearly of equal 
weight and age as possible, althourh a 
few pounds, and in rare cases gever.] 
pounds, may be cenceded without ris‘, 
especially where science fs opposed to 
mere brute strength. 

All men must feel that there ig a cer- 
tain weight at which they are at #‘thur 
best,” and if they be reduced below this. 
however lithe and active in body and 
buoyant in spirit, where great nmusculir 
exertion and endurance is necessary, 
they, too late, discover their mistake’ by 
premature exhaustion. Many instances 
are on record in which these instances 
reductions have been attended with de. 
feat, and, thereforé, they are strongly to 
be condemned. 

Whether sparring or fighting in the 
ring, the easy and unconstrained posi- 
tion of the body is of the first import- 
ance. The lef; leg should be a little ad- 
| vanced, the left foot planted firmly but 
pep esd on the ground, so that the weight 
of the body is thrown more on that foct 
and leg than on the other. 

This will be found the most advantage- 
ous position from which to advance or 
retreat, and for delivering a blow it is 
the only true position, fer then the who'e 
weight of the body must go with the 
blow, which is never the case when a 
man adopts the too common attitude in 
the present day of resting on the rig%t 
leg and barely touching the ground with 
the lef; foot. 

An experiment in each of these post- 
tions will at once render perceptible the 
truth of the foregoing remarks, which, 
of course, refer to a right-handed man; 
but with a left-handed man the reverse 
of the position is adopted. The gua.ds 
are various. 

Some men hold their hands higher than 
others; some place their left, some their 
right, in advance, but this, as I have al- 
ready, said, must always depnd on cir- 
cumstances, Rapidity of action is every- 
thing, and the straighter the blow goes 
from the shoulder to its destination the 
better, and this with the full force of 
the body and muscle, and not, as prac- 
ticed by some, a sort of half-armed 
blow, which carrieég but half the intended 
execution. 

“The first blow.” it has often been 
said, ,“‘is half the battle,’’ and he who 
can lead off with effect not only dis- 
courages his opponent, but increases his 
own confidence. In hitting and stop- 
ping at the same moment there ig this 
objection, that it divides the energies 
and lessens the effect of the intended 
compliment; but there again the judg- 
ment must be exercised.

Body blows are by no means 
so much in favor—except among the in- 
experienced—as in. ancient times: but 
they are, nevertheless, often. delivered 
with effect, especially on an opponent 
| whe is slow. 

Counter-hittinig, that is, each delivery 


/much in vogue, and where distance is 
| well judged, generally tells severely. On 
closing infighting is often practiced with 
stinging consequences, although often 
frustrated by grasping the offensive 
‘“*hand’’; but it would ‘be useless to pur- 
sue those details here, for although a 
battle might be described. the variations

Perhaps the most Important of all. re- 
forms enacted under Governor Terreli’s 
administration was the franchise tax 
law, which, also, had long been agitate, 
under which the franchises of all puh- 
lic utility corporations are required to 
pay the same taxes as all other property 
The result of thig legislation has been to 
bring nearly $20,000.000 of taxable prop- 
erty onto the digests for taxation which 
was not there before.

TRIBUTE PAID TERRELL 
BY DR. JOHN E. WHITH 


In an address on “The Southern Gen- 
tleman’ at the banquet recently tene- 
dered Governor Terrell] by 300 of his 
friends from all parts of the state, Dr. 
john E. White, pastor of the Second 
Baptist church of Atlanta, said in part: 

‘The: sublimest trait of the southern 
gentleman is edevotion to duty and to 
home. History has recorded that at a 
celebrated period in the affairs of this 
republic, home and duty became to the 
southern gentleman words of a single 
meaning. He loves his home because it 
is his duty; he loves his duty, because 
the traditions and ideals of his home- 
land will not excuse him if he fails in 
duty. Deeper down than all misleading 
surface currents of our southern life 
there is an under soul whieh worships 
only at the shrine of eternal and abso- 
lute right. This is the touchstone of 
the southerner’s impulse to do his duty. 

“Gentlemen, the man whom we honor 
in my judgment, and in 
your judgment, is a southern gentleman, 
His dite as a private citizen, before 
he entered the service of the state, as 
testified to here by the friends of his 
young manhood, and the sixteen years 
of his unbroken public ministry 4s an 
official of the state, has known no de- 
viation from the principles of fair-mind- 
edness, human kindness andthe love of 
his home and his duty. The political 
career of Joseph M. Terrell is the gulf 
stream of Georgia politics. If men have 
spoken bitterly against him, he washed 
their sin away from his own spirit in 
the tide of his patience and forbear- 
ance. As the English statesman at the 
end of a long career, held up his hands 
before the house of commons and said; 
Thest hands are clean.’ Likewise, in 
perfect truth, the man we honor can 
face his record in Georgia, not only 
saying, “These hands are clean,’ but 
also, ‘these lips are clean, for they have 
never betrayed a friend nor reviled an 
enemy.’ 

“He has done his duty as he saw it, 
and it is remarkabie that in such a 
voluminous record there are so few lines 
that the argus-eyed critic could put his 
pencil to.”’

The statement of Robert Long is a 
dull recital of crossing rivers, of 
“marching up the hill, and then march- 
ing down again.” It is continued today, 
not because of its literary excellence, 
but because it contains names of in- 
terest to Georgians. 

We note the name and rank of Col- 


onel Lacy. Ldeutegant Colonel Nixon, 
Colonel Watson, Captains Casey, 
ris, Ewing and others. We also note 
“Hollingsworth’s mil,’’ “Hill's iron 
works,’ “Buffington’s iron works,’ thus 
giving an insight to the industrial pro- 
gress of the southern colonies before 
the revolution, 

Another thing that is of intense in- 
terest to me is the names of those who 
remained loyal to their king. The epi- 
thet “Tory’’ became the synonym of all 
that .was vile, and one would as soon 
acknowledge descent from a dragon as 
from a “‘tory.’’ And yet, when you come 
to think’ of it, they were as honest and 
honorable in their convictions as were 
the sens of liberty, , 

I have often wondered who they were 
and what became of their descendants. 
The Logan manuscripts, as they 
progress, throw some light on the sub- 
ject, which from a purely historical 
point of view, is quite interesting. 

Robert Long’s Story Continued. 


“When Sumter had crossed the Knoree 
he went to take a view of Colonel Tar- 
leton’s camp at  Sherrer's ferry, on 
Broad river. Immediately on his return 
to his former camp he ordered Ewing’s 
company of fourteen men to cross 
Dunkin’s creek and reconnoiter the coun- 
try toward the fort the tories had on 
Colonel Williams’ plantation. Upon our 
returning to Sumter’s camp he had de- 
eamped, having gotten certain notice 
that Tarleton was advancing on him. 

“We followed Sumter’s trail, crossing 
Enoree river, found Tarleton was be- 
tween us and Sumter; took two of his 
men and escaped. This is the reason we 
were not in the battle of Blackstock’s. 
Crossed the Tyger, Fairforrest, and 
joined Colonel Brandon next day and 
took a number of prisoners and care 
up with our prisoners to Sumter’s camp 
on Pacolet, at Buffington’'s iron works, 
then crossed Pacolet to Gondelock’s. 
From there Colonel Lacy, Colonel 
Tyles, Colonel Hayes, Colonel Bratton, 
Lieutenant Colonel Nixon and Major 
Fair, with about !00 men, were sent 
acnx@s Pacolet, down Broad river near 
the British camp, near which had a 
skirmish with 'em in the night. Colonel 
Nixon was killed and two or three 
others on our part. Crossed the Tyger 
and Broad rivers that night and Sandy 
river next day and on to Colonel Wat- 
son's, near Hill's iron works. 

“In a few days marched to Love's ford. 
on Broad river—that is, Captains Casey, 
Ewing and Harris, commanded by Col- 
onel Hayes joined Colonel Brandon. 
there; from that to the 3d or 4th of 
December lay by not a day—no, nor 
night neither; but marching and coun- 
termar(“iing, crossing and_ recrossing 
Broad river, Pacolet, Tyger and Eno- 
ree; sometimeS Colonels Brandon and 
Hayes together, at others in detached 
companies, as the service seemed to re- 
quire, Third or 4th of December, at 
night, at (Hollingsworth’s mill, near 
Broad river, Colonel Hayes with Cap- 
tains Casey, Ewing and Harris, of his 
Own regiment, and Captain Blassin- 
game, of Colonel Brandon’s, about forty 
men, crossed the Tyger and Enoree next 
day aud by the next night rode 40 or 50 
miles to Dugan’s place. 

“At dark attacked Major Lantrip with 
about sixty tories; wounded eight and 
took ten prisoners. Colone] Hayes and

Captains Harris and Blassingame, west: 
Captain Casey, east: Captain Ewing, | 
north, on foot; 25th, General Morgan 
joined us with 500 men; 26th, Colonel! 
Washington's cavalry, eighty-four in 
humber, and the 27th, at sunset, cross- 
ed Pacolet.- 

‘Colonel Washington's cavalry and 
Colonels Brandon and Hayes, about 200 
militia, rode that night about !6 miles, 
and next day after crossing Tyger and 
Wnoree, attacked (Colonel Moore and 
about 500 tories on Bush river: killed 
and wounded a great many and took 
forty or fifty prisoners and dispersed 
the rest, and also Will Cunningham, 
with 100 or more, a mile or two from 
Moore’s camp, and on the next day the 
fort on Williams’ plantation. 

“On our return to General 
south of Enoree, met Colonel Thomas 
and Roebuck with 200 men and just 
on the north of it met Colonel A. Pick- 
ens; just escaped from the tories at 
Ninety-six and ninety-five men with 
him. Crogsing the Enoree, Tyger and 
Pacolet, got to Morgan’s camp. Pro- 
visions and §forage being scarce in that 
part; Pickens, about that time, advanced 
to command the brigade crossed the 
Pacolet with his own. Colonel Brandon's 
and Colonel Hayes’ regiments and 
moved from Falfrforest as a body of ob- 
servation and to encourage our friends 
to turn out, which they did then, con- 
siderably, after Moore's defeat.’’

STORY OF A WONDERFUL 
DEVELOPMENT IN SCHOOLS 


North Carolina Has in Six 


Years More Than Doub- 


led Her Expenditure for Education—Ten Times 


as Much Spent for Buildings in 1906 as 1907. 


HERE have just come from the 
T press several bulletins and 
pamphlets published by the state | 
superintendent of public instruction of) 
North Carolina and showing most vivid- 
ly the wonderful strides being made by 
our sister state. Indeed, the educational 
development in North Carolina during 
very recent years is little short of 
marvelous, and the impetus given by 
such men as Governor Aycock, Super- 
intendent Joyner, Charles Coon and the 
late Charles McIver may wel]l mak®> 
other southern states fear to be out- 
stripped in progress. 

These reports show, for instance, that 
during the past six years alone the 
total expenditures for the public schools 
of North Carolina have more than 
doubled, the increase being !09 per 


cent; the expenditures for teaching and} 


supervision in the rural districts have 
increased 38 per cent, and those in the 
city over 200 per cent; the expendi- 
tures for buildings and supplies hae 
increased in the country over 500 per 
cent, and in the city they have reached 
the unparalleled increase of !,274 per 
cent. In other words, North Carolina 
in six years has nore than doubled her 
expenditure for education; there has 
been a. decided increase in the amount 
spent for teachers in both city and 
country, but the most astounding in- 
crease has come in the amount spent In 
tearing down old buildings and re- 
placing them with new ones, the cities 
of North Carolina spending over ten 
times as much for this purpose in 1906 
as they had spent in 1909, 

Source of North Carolina’s Revenue 


In view of the very great agitation 
in Georgia with regard to possible 
ways of increasing the funds available 
for education, it is interesting to know 
just how North Carolina raises the 
money that she spends for education. 
She appropriates directly a much smali- 
er sum than Georgia—only $200,000 an- 
nually. But the remainder of the func. 
which in 1906 was $2,291,053, is raised 
by a special county tax of 18 cents on 
each hundred dollars of property, by 
a general poll tax on each poll be- 
tween 2! and 50 years of age, the max- 
imum being $1.50, by the license tax for 
the sale of whisky, by fines, penaltfes 
and forfeitures, and by local taxation. 

State Loans for Public Sehool 
Buaildings. 

One of the most important factors in 
the development of North Carolina 
schools is said *o have been the “loan 
fund” for building and improving 
school houses. This fund was derived 
from the sale of public lands, the pro- 
ceeds of which had before been dis- 
tributed per capita to the variou2 
counties. Instead of continuing to di- 
vide it into infinitesimal portions, the 


general assembly of 1903 set aside this; 


fund as a permanent loan fund under 
the direction of the state board of edu- 
cation. It is accordingly lent out by 
this board to courty boards which are 
in need of fun'!s. and is to be repaid 
by them with interest, while there is a 
very wise provision limiting the sum 
loaned to one-half of the proposed ex- 
penditure. Nortn Carolina also verv 
wisely requires that all public school 
houses built in the state, whether aided 
by the loan fund or not, shall be con- 
structed strictly in accordance with 
plans approved by the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction. Certain- 
ly, such a measure must help to pre- 
vent some of the unsanitary and unsafe 
buildings that else would be erected 
now and then, while the loan fund— 
said to be an absolutely unique plan— 
must also be an idea well worth copy- 
ing by other states,

FLASHES OF LIGHTNING _ 
CAUGHT BY THE CAMERA

With a small 
camera which he held in his hand and 
revolved from side to side he had taken 


; Some photographs of lightning. He in- 


closed a print in his letter and wanted 
~<Pne ising if his results had any scientific 
value. 

The idea of photographing lightning 
with a moving camera was a novel one 
to the Smithsonian experts ard after 
an investigation these officials decided 
that such experiments were worthy of 
assistance. A grant was therefore vol- 
untarily made to enable the continuance 
of this photographing with more ac- 
curate apparatus. 

In letters which followed it was learn- 
ed that Mr. Alex Larsen, for such was 
the author’s name, was a Danish im- 
migrant, educated in physics, chemistry 
and electrical engineering at a night 


school, and that all his experiments 
were performed for the pure enjoyment 
of doing something new. 


With the aid of the Smithsonian grant 
Mr. Larsen constructed special 
ratus for his work. Upon a revolving 
table turned by a timed motor were 
placed cameras in such a position that 
they would not mies a flash when one 
occurred. To secure the photographs 
desired the table top was then revolved 
at a certain speed. 

The results are interesting. Where the 
flash appeared perpendicular the nega- 
tives show naturally a broad sheet for 
a mere streak of lightning. By calculat- 
ing from the speed of the camera’s mo- 
tion and measuring the width of the 
sheet, the time of the flash is easily 
determined. But the photographs show- 
ed at the very start that a single flash 
is not one big vibration. It is made up 
of very many minor fiashes, or rushes, 
following usually in the same channel 
as the first one, and herein lies the 


appa- |

the negatives tnere are easily counted| light of a wave length much 
separate rushes,| than the wave lengths of visible light 


as many as forty 
which, as the whole flash lasted little 
over half a second, followed each other 
in marvelously rapid succession. By 


measurements and by subsequent calcu- 
lations Mr. Larsen determined the ac- 
tual time between each rush. The 
figures, as may well be imagined, are 
almost inconceivably small, varying from 
the largest, three-one hundredths of a’ 
as low as two 
one-thousandths of a second. 

There appear many peculiarities of 
these separate rushes which might bear 
scientific investigation, but the most 
saliemt feature over which meteorolo- 
gists and electrical engineers may puzzle 
is recorded on some of the plates among 
all the bright oscillations, as a marked 
black rush of lightning. The idea of 
lightning producing the extreme of dark- 
ness is repugnant to the actual name of 
‘lightning.’ Yet the black rush is 
plainly visible. Mr. Larsen, after re- 
futing a number of suggestions that 
might be made to account for it, ven- 
tures his own theory to solve the puz- 
zie. In discussing the record of a par- 


ticular flash in which the mark of the: 


black rush is very distinct, he n-, 
cludes: “The flash must have given But 
shorter 


and with a power sufficient to render 
the portion of the plate struck by it non- 
sensitive to ordinary light. S§uch a: 


flash,”’ he says, ‘would appear biack on 
a partially illuminated background, or 
be invisible." 

Invisible lightning, therefore, seems to 
be a term perfectly proper in view of 
the results recorded in some of these 
photographs. 

At the suggestion of the institution 
officials and with their help Mr. Lar- 
sen carried his researches still further 
Into the actual make-up of lightning. 
Photographs and studies of the light 
spectrum of electric flashes in the air 
were compared with sparks produced by 
a static machine. The conclusions, in 
line with the century-old observations of 
Benjamin Franklin, show that there is 
little perceptible difference. 

But Mr. 
spent entirely in waiting for thunder- 
storms. He has fbeen interested aiso 
in studying the colored light waves 
given off by many kinds of substances, 
minerals and chemicals, solid and liquid, 
and gases. when they are themselves 
subjected to light action. This is known 
among men of science as the fluor- 
esecnce of substance, and speaking in 
popular terms is not very different from 
phosphorescence. In these investigations 
he has been assisted directly by the 
bim 


| national museum, which has advised 


Larsen’s spare time is nett 


and loaned _ him hundreds of specimens 
from its well-filled cases in the division 
of geology. The results which he has 
forwarded, say the museum experts, are 
vitally interesting to the student of this 
particular property of matter. 

The latest ideas outlined by Mr. Lar- 
sen to the Smithsonian institution are 
no less novel than the first. He pro- 
poses to photograph electric sparks re- 
flected in a rapidly revolving mirror 
and thereby secure records, a study of 
which add materially to our knowledge 
of electric action. His investigation of 
fluorescence, too, he intends to carry 
into greater detail by passing an elec- 
tric current through substances in a 
vacuum and watching the results.

Manufacture of Soft Drinks Has 
Brought Factory for Boxes and 
Crates, and Manufactory for 
Labels to Beeome Big 
and Paying Indus- 
tries. 


Atlanta has become one of the most 
important distributing points for ‘“‘soft 
Grinks’’ in the country. So great has 
been the output by manufacturers of 
drinks sold at soda founts that all th» 
concerns making founts have locatca 
headquarters in the city. 

In the first place, Atlanta  stan.i3 

ahead of any other city in the United 
States, according to population, for the 
@ensumption of soft drinks. This fa:t 
makes the city a good starting po'.tt 
for a new drink, and Atlanta soon a1- 
vertises it. Later, when the drink be- 
comes popularized, it pays back the debt 
by advertising Atlanta. 
Take the two drinks, co-ca-cola and 
red-rock ginger ale. These drinks wer? 
first manufactured in Atlanta, and wher 
the people of this city made them a 
popular beverage, other cities took them 
up. Recently coca-cola and red rock 
have been advertising Atlanta. Wh2n 
people ask where is coca-cola or gin- 
ger ale made, the answer is Atlanta, 
and as this question is now being asks 
almost all over the face of the earth, 
the city is given a good turn. 

It has gotten to be the case that when 
a new drink is to be manufactured, ta” 
mgnufacturers come to Atlanta, start 
a main factory and then branch out 
over the country. 

Today some of the drinks, such as 
cola-cola and red rock ginger ale, 4-6 
shipped from Atlanta by the trainloal, 
millions of gallons being made yearly. 

Atiantans Know a Good Thing. 

While the drinks made in Atlanta ar? 
all first-class and do much to promote 
their own popularity, some credit muvt 
also be given to the people of the city, 
for it is a well-known fact that the av- 
erage Atlantan knows a goog thing whea 
he sees it or drinks it. 

Since Atlanta has become the distri»- 
uting point of these colling and health- 
ful drinks, the people have followed the 
advice about patronizing home industries, 
and the consequence of this hgs been 
that ‘the city is well provided with 
soda founts, there being nearly thr® 
hundred in operation, 257 of which sell 
coca-cola and red rock. 

So fast has been the spread of many 
of Atlanta's soft drinks that branch fa*- 
tories have been established in many of 
the large cities in this country and in 
some of the countmNes across the pond. 
Today the gentleman of Paris is callinz 
for his coca-cola at 18 cents a glass, andi 
the dude in Toronto is drinking his reid 
rock. 

Along with the manufacture of soft 
drinks came the demand for facilities for 
the sale of the goods and there sprung 
up manufactories for ‘crates, boxes and 
bottles, works for bottling the drinks, 
fand a factory for the making of the 
necessary labels. All these industries 
have added to the city’s commercial 
Growth and they were al] the outcome 
of the manufacture of soft drinks. 

Help Cause of Temperance. 

The sale of such drinks does another 
go00d to a community. The prohibition 
papers have recently been taking the po- 
sition that pure, healthful and invigor- 
ating drinks have done much for the 
cause of temperance. They are pointing 
out that where many goft drinks are sold 
there is less drinking of intoxicating 
liquors. 

“Have one on me,” can now mean a 
cool draught of coca-cola or ginger ale 
instead of rye iiquor or beer. 

A prominent and well posted citizen 
said yesterday: 

‘ZY have traveled nearly all over the 
globe, and there is one thing about At- 
lanta which I have noted and that is the 
number of soda founts and the large 
number of people who daily patronize 
them. I have been reliably informed by 
e@ dealer in founts that in proportion to 
its size and population Atlanta has more 
money invested in founts than any other 
city in the world, and more of her citi- 
sens patronize them. One heason for this 
is the fact that Atlanta is the home of 
soft drinks, and it hag been made the 
home because the manufacturers have 
ascertained that no other city in the 
country offers @g good advantages as a 


distributing point.” 
Today Atlanta manufacturers are 


making good money out of the sale of 
eoft drinks. There are being manufac- 
tured four well-known sof drinks and 
three concerns are selling minera] water 
put up in the city. Two other concerns 
are arranging to put two new drinks on 
gee market. 
“Two That Take the Lead. 

Coca-cola and red rook stand at the 
head of the list. ‘ 
Red rock is shipped by the car-loads 
throughout the country every day, and 
branch factories have been estanpiished 
in New Orleans, Knoxville and Jackson- 
ville. The manufacturers have made a 
fur on the advice motto, “Say Red 
Rock and Say It Piain,” and it seems 
that the people by the thousands are 
following the advice. 

Red rock was at first distinctly an 
Atlanta product. It quickly became pop- 
ular in the city and its fame spreed to 
other cities and to other states. 

Coca-cola is about as well known 45 


enytiing could get to be. Ut also was 


started as an Atlanta product. The citi- 
zens found it invigorating and health- | 
giving and the local fountg were not | 
long in ascertaining that t was one Of | 
the most popular drinks ever manufac- 
tured. It’s fame grew, and today it is 
sold in every city in the United States, 
and in many countries of Europe. There 
are branch factories in Havana, Toronte, 
Los Angeles, Dallas, Philadelphia, New 
York and Chicago. Last year there were 
sold 2,107,661 gallons of coca-cola, 
which made 269,760,608 glasses. 

Rainbow ginger ale is another pwpeiar 
soft drink made in Atlanta. It is not SO, 
old @g some others but it is fast com- 
ing to the front. 

Some of the other popular drinks are 
pop-ade, made by the Atianta Beverage 
Company; cascade ale, made by ~ 
American Beverage Company, Hagan's 
root beer. 

Among the leading 
bottled in the city are: Daniel's mineral 
water, Bowden lithia water and water 
from the Kentucky Mineral Company. 

R. M. Rose, of the R. M. Rose Com- 
pany, is preparing a neg soda fount 
drink which he will soon puton the mar- 
ket. He has not made public the nature 
of it or its name, but he says that he 
feels certain it will quickly become 
popular. 

For Shipment of Drinks. 

A. S. Byers & Co. are the manufac- 
turers of bexes and crates for the ship- 
ment of the soft drinks and mineral 
waters sent from Atlanta. They are do- 
ing a large business in this line and 
their annual output is further evidence 
of the big business there is done by the 
soft drink manufacturers. 

The Atlanta Label Company, Frank 
Cohen preaident, is engaged in the 
manufacture and printing of labels for 
soft drinks and mineral waters. Mr. 
Cohen says the business is growing 
rapidly, there being an annual increase 
of thousands of labels each year. 

The Southern Carbonator and Bottler, 
a monthly published by Donald A. Loy- 
less, has a wide circulation and the fact 
that such a periodical is published in 
Atlanta and is a fine circulating medium 
clearly shows what a great industry 
has been built up around the manu- 
facture of soda fount drins. Mr. Loy- 
less says that the growth of the ‘pusi- 
ness has been phenomenal and that the 
indications are that in the next few 
years the capital will be more than

Nothing succeeds like success, an4 
‘Dr. Schumann proved that soda water 
was what the people wanted. Soon »e 
had competitors, but it was years be- 
fore the soda water business in Atlanta 
became anything like a recognized 
factor in the city’s affaigs. Henry | 
Beermarn, the Venables and others | 
opened up stands, while a few wheez-| 
ing apparatuses were installed in drug 
stores in various parts of the city. 

About this time some misanthropic. 
person, who evidently desired the ex- 
termination of the human race by easy | 
and agreeable stages, introduced milk- | 
shakes. This drink served to stimulate | 
the business, if not to intoxicate the} 
public. 

Shortly after the fitful reign of milk- | 
shakes came a decoction sold in bot-' 
tles, as well as at founts, called moxie. | 
Moxie was a prime favorite for a few 
years, but it, too, went the way. | 
“Moxie” ‘also corjures up a host of, 
fmemories. It was sold at the old 
Athletic park in large quantities dur-| 
ing the days when Patsy Cahill and'

J. Cohen was running for two davs: 
and two nights running off cards bear- 
ing the “ad” of “moxie” and a picture.

The manufacturer of “moxie,” a Mr. | 
Beaumart, must have made consider- | 
able money, but for the same reason he! 
closd out his business and left the 
city. 

One day, shortly after the decline or 
*“moxie,’’ Dr. James §. Pemberton walk- | 
ed into the printing establishment of 
Dunlp & Cohen. Calling Frank Cohen 
to one side, he rroduced a small phial 
containing a dark fluid. Mixing this 
with some water. he asked Mr. Cohen 
to drink it. Mr. Cohen drank it, but; 
did not think much of it. It was the 
first drink of ccca-cola he hed ever 
drank. At the time he was convinced 
it would be the last. 

Dr. Pemberton stated he would see the 
day when “coca-cola” would be a pop- 
ular drink. 

In a few years coca-cola and other

ons. 


GROWTH OF THE BUSINESS. 

Twenty-eight years ago there was one 
soda water fount in Atlanta doing a 
small business. Today there are 275 
first-class founts ranging in cost from 
$1,000 to $17,000, averaging in cost $2,- 
500, and employing an average of two 
men. Many founts employ three and four 
men, and pey their dispensers from $75 
@ month to $1,800 a year. One well- 
xnown Whitehall street man said to 
me: 

“There are twelve jobs open in this 
city that will bay from $!,600 to $1,800 
a year. A ygung man “who goes into this 
businesg must learn the business from 
the ground up in order to succeed. To be 
able to draw a glass of soda is not the 
whole game by a long shot. One must 
study the business—study it carefully. 
The man who studies any business is 
Sure to win, provided he applies him- 
self to that business. 

“Take the average dispenser who 
serves you with vanilag er chocolate or 
lemon. Does he know how to mix the 
sirups entering into these drinks? No; 
he does not. But. the exceptional young 
man does. He studies. He takes advan- 
tage of every opportunity and the net 
result is that he learns things. As he 
jearns he becomes more valuable. He 
learns how to make sirups, afd then he

For sixteen years Lee Hagan was 
known in Atlanta as a bottler of soft 
drinks, in a small way. G. Dodd 
was associated for the same length of 
time with his father in the grocery 
business on Alabama street. 

In April, 1903, these young princes 
of the soft-drink realm decided to com- 
bine forces and go after this then un- 
developed trade in a thorough and sys- 
tematic manner, with the result that 
the firm was formed under the name 
of Hagan & Dodd Company, and John 
Hagan was taken in to the close cor- 
poration. 

Dstablishing their headquarters near 
the site of their now new and hand- 
some home, they began the manufac- 
ture of the drink which is destined ‘to 
make Atlanta famous,”’ supplying job- 
bing houses with its product. 

The result of their first week’s labors 
with the new venture was the sale of 
one barre! of it, and for this they have 
never received a cent of pay. But a 
bad beginning makes a good ending, 
and their rise cotncident with the 
spread of Red Rock Ginger Ale’s fame 
has been surpassed only in Arabian 
Nights. 

From this meager beginning, the 
business has increased in such geomet- 
rical progression as to be astounding, 
until the* year’s work is better im- 
agzined than conceived. 

The books of the comnany will show 
that for the year ending Decembe 
3!, 1906. this firm sold 410 car loads, 
or 41,000 barrels of Ginger Ale.

ln figuring on the amount of soda 
water sold in Atlanta a man .is hope- 
lessly at ‘sea. About the best way he 
can get at it is by taking the highest 
sales of the biggest fount for the hot- 
test day, and the smallest sales for the 
coldest day. Taking that as a rough 
guide, it is not exaggeration to say that 
Atlanta spends $1,000,000 each year for 
soda water. 

But that is not the only cost. Atlanta 
spends $40,000 each year for the printed 
labels which go on the bottles which are 
shipped out of the city. 

In three months Frank Cohen printed 
23,000,000 labels to go on bottles, which 
was to be shipped to other parts of the 
country.

& Dodd Company, which has to do 
with the manufacture and sale of the 
Red Kuck Winger Ale sirup and the 
Ked Nock Company which has to do 
Strictly with the bottling and sale of 
the Ginger Ale. 

While these two businesses are own- 
ed by the same firm, yet they are as 
Separate as is the bottling business 
and the corner giocery store near by. 

When the business was organized on 
this plan, Lee Hagan took charge of 
the manufacturing of the Ginger Als 
sirup: Gus Dodd took up the business 
management of the corporation, and 
John Hagan assumed the reins of su- 
perintenaent over the sixty-nve man- 
power bottling plant, and the business 
tiows in and flows out without inter- 
ruption or ripple. 

So great has tne business, or rather 
the taste for Hed Rock Ginger Ale 
grown throughout the United States, 
that the Hagan & Dodd Company has 
contracted to furnish the Ginger Ale 
sirup to 188 smaller bottling plants 
throughout the western hemisphere, 
for this includes shipments not only to 
every state in tne union, but to Mex- 
ico, Central and South America. These 
bottling plants add carbonated water, 
and bottle the beverage and supply 
to customers in their local vicinities. 

In addition to these bottling plants 
of smaller caliber, there are in opera- 
tion Red Rock Ginger Ale plants, sim- 
ilar to the Atlanta Red Rock Ginger 
Ale Bottling Company, at Jacksonville, 
New Orleans, Knoxville and Houston, 
Tex. Each of these bottles on a large 
scale and handles the jobbing trade 
for their state and territory direct, 
frst purchasing the Red Rock Ginger 
Ale sirup from Hagan & Dodd Com- 
pany, the sole manufacturers, in At- 
lanta. 

These big bottling establishments 
handle thousands of barrels and car 
loads of bottled ginger ale each year. 
The Atlanta plant keeps thirteen 
traveling salesmen on the road all the 
time pushing this ale, and incidentally 
advertising Atlanta, while other plants 
have a proportionate number. 

When it is considered that the 
Hagan & Dodd Company is the larg- 
est consumer of ginger in the United 
States, the enormity of this bottling 
business is appreciated. There has just 
been bought for consumption by this 
firm twenty tons of selected ginger. 
This will be pulverized and used in 
mane the famous “Red Rock Ginger 
Ale.’’ 

Un the first ficor of the spacious 
Haugan & Dodd Company building, on 
Auburn avenue, is located the nand- 


some offices of the company, in charge | 
of G. T. Dodd. These offices are fin- 
ished in dark wood and papered in a’ 
cooling green cloth, brilliantly lignies 
and well ventilated. The furniture is 
all in dark oak, and carries out the 
color combination’ admirably. There is 
&@ large vault opening into the busi- 


ness office, which gives the place a 
tone of security. In the rear is the 
consultation room for the use of busi- 
ness conferences. 

On the seconi door is the laboratory 
of Lee Hagan, where the pulverized 
ginger is mixed with flavoring ingred- 


jients and run :nto a glass-lined tank, 
from which it is drawn into barrels’ 
and stored away as an “‘extract’’ for 
‘aging.’ None of this extract is used 
for the making of ginger ale sirup un- 
til after it is a year old. This gives it 
the mellowness which is so delightful. 
When it is “rive,’ the extract is mixed 
with a simple sirup made of the finest 
granulated sugar and distilled water, 
and again run into glass-lined tanks, 
from which it is withdrawn as “Red 
Rock Ginger Ale Sirup.” It is this 
Sirup which contains the sacret of 
Success. It takes just the right pro- 
portion of ginger. the proper ‘“aging”’ 
and the exact amount of sweetened | 
simple sirup to do that which is mak-| 
ing Atlanta famous as a ginger ale 
eg

the office building is the home of the 
Atlanta Red Rock Company. It is here 
the sirup is bottled with carbonated | 
water and dispensed as the delicious 
beverage it has always proved to be. 
During every day this month the Plant | 
has bottled and shipped out a solid. 


-car load of pint and quart bottles of | 


this Red Rock Ginger Ale, 12,000 pbot-| 
tles in each car. In addition to these, 
there must be dc ttled for consumption 
in and around Atlanta 10,000 bottles 
for this city. and vicinity, for this is 
the largest soft-drinking community 
in the country. 

There are seven bottling machines, 
which receive four ounces of the 
ginger ale sirup to a quart bottle, or 
half that much for a pint, into which 
there is shot distilled carbonated water 
at a pressure of seventy pounds to the} 
inch, which, when full, is capped by 
an automatic cork cap, and it is ready 
for the labeler. To keep pace with the 
trade, the company has just received | 
144,000 crown corks. But, before this | 
machine is reached, all bottles are! 
given an aseptic bath tn a huge washer 
which cleans 18,000 bottles at a time. 
To supply these bottles, 200 car loads 
of new bottles are received each year 
in addition to those which have been 
used and sent back for refilling. 

After being filled, the bottles are rail- 
roaded to the stamper, where two 
labels, one around the body and one 
about the neck, are placed on each bv 
an automatic machine, which does the 
trick at the rate of 48 a minute. It 
is almost human, and there are parts 
of the machinery which resemble hu- 
man hands, as the neck and sides of 
the bottles are caressed in smoothing 
these labels. 

Young ladies sit at long tables and 
dress off the necks with gold foil, after 
which they go tc the packer for ship-, 
ment. So close does the sale run to 
the capacity, that at closing time ves- 
terdav there were only two packed 
barrels ready for shipment. while the 
file book showed !2 cars ordered. 

It is a great business carried out in 
a xreat way; but you must “say it 
plain.”

This is to certify that, pursuant to vour request, | 
have bought in the open market (from the Murray Drug 
Ga.) anoriginal package of five gallons, of Coca-Cola syrup 
bearing the label of ‘‘The Coca-Cola Co., Atlanta, Ga.,”’ 
and have subjected the same to careful analysis. 

The object of this investigation being to establish the 
presence or absence of cocaine, and possibly of other in- 
jurious alkaloids, | operated on quantities of three to five 
times the amount contained ina bottle of the carbonated 
beverage. The extractions of the svrup were repeated 
until the aklaloids were entirely removed, and different 
immissible solvents were used on different portions. The 
crystalline substance thus obtained was further separated 
bv fractional extractions, after which it was concentrated 
and tested. Since this concentrated product, which 
would contain all of the cocaine, failed to respond to the 
tests for cocaine, it is clear that the alkaloid is absent, or, 
if present at all, then in quantities too minute to allow of 
detection. The active constitutent of Coca-Cola Syrup 
proved to be caffeine, and in quantities seemingly less 
than in a cup of good coffee or tea. 

There was no evidence of the presence of other alka- 
loids.
